Members of Shipping Association in 
Indiana Solve Problem of 
Having Pork Supply. 


Members of the live stock shippin g 
association s in Dekalb coun ty, In d .. 
have solved the problem of havin g fat 
hogs on han d just when they are 
read y to d r» their home butcherin g, 
an d the Un ited States Departmen t of 
Agriculture thin ks tin * plan could be 
worked by other'co-operatives. 
Man y 
of the members of the association who 
d o home butcherin g often foun d them­ 
selves with hogs read y for market or 
slaughter before the farmers were pre­ 
pared for the work. 
Un d er these con ­ 
d ition s they arran ge with the man ­ 
ager of the association to ship their 
hogs to market at the time the an i­ 
mals are read y, an d later, when the 
farmers are prepared to butcher, they 
buy the d esired n umber of hogs from 
the association on the regular ship­ 
pin g d ay. The hogs are sold to them 
for the n et market price return ed to 
the members con tributin g hogs to the 
shipmen t. This practice is an accom­ 
mod ation to the members, as often n 
farmer who is raisin g hogs for home 
slaughter is n ot read y to butcher at 
the time the hogs are In best con d i­ 
tion , an d he Is n ot prepared to feed 
them as lon g as be d esires. 


Methods Developed by Department of 
Agriculture Require Little 
Extra Attention.

tin * pen s, are moved to a clean pas 
ture—on e that has n ot held bogs sin e« 
cultivation . 
The youn g pigs, in ord ei 
to get a good start without worms 
must he kept <*n d ean pasture awoj 
from wormy hog yard s without con 
tact with other hogs, except the moth 
» •rs, for at least f*>nr mon ths, after 
which they are past the greatest d an 
ger from worms. 
To be sure.’ it is

water, an d shelter, but that Is what 
an y pig should have. 
Experien ce has shOwn that there an 
four good reason s why this swin e- 
san itation plan mean s mon ey to th< 
farmer.

urn tube of today marked a v ery im­ 
portant step in the progress of the 
radio art. 
The Fleming v alv e, how­ 
ev er, in its original form was not much 
better than other forms of rectifiers 
then in use and, owing to the greater 
ruggedness and ease of manipulation 
of the latter, did not come into gener­ 
al use as a detector. 


Hr. 
Lee DeForest, an 
American, 
greatly improv ed the Fleming v alv e 
by adding a third electrode called the 
grid, which serv ed the function of a 
control element and thus made it pos­ 
sible to utilize the feeble incoming sig­ 
nal currents to control more powerful 
local 
currents. 
The three-electrode 
v acuum tube of DeForest is the tube 
used so extensiv ely today. 


The third element which is called a 
grid and from which the three-elec­ 
trode v acuum tube deriv es its name 
was placed by DeForest between the 
filament und the plate in the path of 
the electrons. 
The grid is a perfor­ 
ated plate or mesh of fine w ire through 
the openings of which the electrons 
must pass in their journey from the 
filament to the plute.

unthrifty condition, functional disturb- 
ances, arrested growth, low vitality, 
and increased death rate. 


Only one species of lice commonly 


affects hogs, and this parasite obtains 
its food by puncturing the skin of the 
hog and sucking blood.' It can be 
eradicated by hand application, sprny- 
ing, medicated hog wallows, and dip- 
ping. Dipping is the best method of 
applying treatment. Crqde petroleum 
and tar creosote dips 'are effective 
remedies.

habits of those mites, the symptoms 
caused by each species, and the meth- 
odn of control and eradication are dis- 
cussed in Farmers' Bulletin 10S5, Hog 
Lice and Mango, Methods of Control 
nml Eradication, issued by the depart- 
ment, and sent free on request.

(litioa of the grid circuit I-J-K-L. The 
battery In the grid circuit is called 
the "C" battery. ~ 


. -As a start let us suppose that "C" 
battery voltage Is zero. The opera- 
tion of the-three-electrode tube would 
.then be exactly like that of a two-elec- 
trode tube,'just as though there were- 
no grid. Like a two-electrode tube 
when the filament C-D Is 'brought to 
Incandescence by'the "A" battery a 
steady stream of electrons will be giv- 
en off, which will be drawn over to 
the plate E. Plate E is' maintained 
at a positive potential with respect 
tb the filament by the "B". battery. 


Now If the grid -is made positive 


with respect to the filament. It Is pos-^ 
stole to accelerate the flow of the elec- 
tron stream from the filament to the 
piste; if the grid is made jiegative 
with* respect to the filament, the flow 
o'f the electron stream from the fila- 
ment to :the plate; will be retarded.
